- LIST. 


| Betore Being Called for. Examina- 
tion By. Local Board. 


“In response toa telegraphic inquiry 


‘from the Army Recruiting - station, 


Grand Rapids, Mich., the following 
telegram was received from the Adju- 
taut General of the War department: 
“After a teyistered person has been 


_jeatled for military service by his local: 


board.and directed ‘to appear for phy- 
sical examination, under section fif- 
teen, ‘Rules and Regulations pre- 
seribed by the president for Local and 
District board,’ he.ceases_ to be. eligi- 
ble for voluntary enlistment.” 

Tnis decision does not prevent a 
man from voluntarily enlisting, pro- 
vided he does so. before. hevhas beén 
called by his local board for military 
service and physical examination. 
After he has beeh called, his applica- 


Recruiting officers, and each appli- 
cant must be’ prepared to state, under 
oath, whether or nothe has received 
such call up to the time he applies for 
enlistment, one
